In that celebrated Paflage of Saluft, where Cefar 
and Cato are placed in fuch beautiful, but oppo 
Lights Cefar’s Character is chiefly made up of 
Good-nafure, as it thow’d it felf in all its forms 
towards his Friends or his Enemies, his Servants or 
Dependants, the Guilty or the Diftrefled. As for 
Cato’s CharaGter, itis rather awful than amiable. Ju- 
{tice feems moft agreeableto the Nature of God,and. 
Mercy tothat of Man, A Being who has nothing 
to Pardon in himfelf, may reward-every Man ac- 
cording to his Works; but he ib beft A@i- 
ons. be feen with grtaits of Alfa can- 
not be too mild, moderate and forgiving. For this 
reafon, among all the monftrous Charatiers fn Ho- 
man Nature, thereis none fo Odious, nor indeed fo 
exquifitely Ridiculous, as that ofa rigid fevere Tem- 
per in a Worthlefs Man. 


This part of Good-nature, howevér, which con-

It is grown almoft into a Maxim, that Good-na- 
tured Men are not always Men of the moft Wit. 
This Obfervation, in my Opinion, has no Foundation 
in Nature. Thegreateft Wits | have converfed with are 
Mea cininent tor their Hamanity, I raketherefore 
this Remark to have been oceafiuned by two Rea- 
fons. Firft, Becaufe il-nature among ordinary Ob- 
feevers paffes for Wit: A fpightful Saying gratifies 
fo ont littie se se who es that it 
gencrally meets with & eception. . Laugh 
rifes upon it, end the Man who utters it is:look’d 
upon as a threwd Satyrift. This may be one Reafon 
why a gteat many pieafint oat fo 
furprifingly dull, when they have endéavout’d to be 
~ Merry in Print, the Publick eo more juft than pri- 

vate Clubs or Affemblies, in diftinguithing between 
what is Wit and what is [}l-natore. 


Another Reafon why the Good-natured Man may 
fometimes bring his. Wit ih Queftion is, that he is 
apt to be moved with Compafiion for thofe Misfor- 
tunes or Infirmities, which another would turn in- 
to Ridicule, and by that means gain the Reputation 
of a Wit.- The Ill-natéred Man, though of equal 
Parts, gives himfelf a larger Field co expatiate 
in; he expofes thofe Failings in Haman Nature 
which another would caft a Veil over, laughs at 
Vices which the other either excufes or conceals, 
gives utteranceto Refie&tions which the other ftifies, 
falls indifferently upon Friends or Enemies, expofes 
the Perfon that has obliged him, and in thore fticks 
at nothing that may eltablith his CharaGter of a 
Wit. Itis uo wonder therefore he fucceeds in 
it better than che Man of Hamanity, as the Perfon
